Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

This letter is in response to a telephone conversation with Laura Lee on September 9, 
2002. In the office action mailed August 3, 2001 , the examiner incorrectly indicated that the 
election was without traverse. The applicant clearly traversed the restriction requirement in 
both paper numbers 8 and 11 filed, respectively, May 18, 2001 and August 3, 2001 . 

The grounds for traversal set forth by the applicant have never been addressed by the 
examiner. Specifically, the applicant alleges that claims 1-14 are generic to all of the identified 
species. A review of the application reveals that original claims 1 -14 should have been 
indicated as generic and the applicant should have been permitted to elect one of the remaining 
species. 

In that the applicant has not been permitted to properly elect one species for examination 
and further, that the applicant has only had an examination on the generic claims, it is 
appropriate to allow the applicant to elect a species for examination. As such, the final rejection 
is hereby withdrawn. A request for election will be mailed in due course. Any inconvenience to 
the applicant is regretted.
